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Workshop 
focuses on 
kids ‘left 
behind’

There is no reason any child 
should become disposable. ‘This 
was the message at the Building 
Our Future: Together We Succeed! 
workshop held for the community 
last week. 

Approximately 75 people attend- 
ed the morning session held by Dr. 
Larry Brendtro. He started by say- 
ing the Federal government is send- 
ing a mixed message to schools. 
One message is “no child left 
behind,” but the second message 
schools receive is the one telling 
them they will lose funding unless 
they permanently suspend youth 
with violent and disruptive behay- 
ior, He said one of his friends sug- 
gested the message is really “no 
well behaved child left behind.” 

After that he said, children with 
violent and disruptive behavior are 
considered disposable in our soci- 
ety and there is no need for that to 
happen. One of the easiest ways to 
head off the problem is to stop 
ignoring children. Make eye con- 
tact with children, say “hi,” ask 
them about their day, and listen to 
them. These simple measures can 
help youngsters negotiate the prob- 
lems facing them as they grow up. 

He told the audience that if adults 
have the will to make a difference 
in the life of a child they can make 
a difference. However, one adult 
can't do it alone - the responsibility 
to interact with youth is shared by 
everyone in the community. 

Older adults will probably 
remember that as a child, adults in 
their neighborhood not only knew 
them and interacted with them but 
also reprimanded them for mis- 
deeds and alerted parents so the 
misdeed got home before they did. 

Nowadays, adults often go out of 
their way to avoid young pcople, 
especially if they are “different.” 

In the afternoon, Brendtro talked 
with social workers, court workers, 
mental health professionals and 
counselors. Concurrently, Becky 
Beauchamp conducted a session for 
lay people of the community. 

Beauchamp, coordinator of the 
“GivEm 40” program in Grand

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Bear Dump leak moving toward river

According to Steve Takacs of 
the Gaylord office of the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
traces of PCE (tetrachloroethyl- 

~ ene) from the old Fred Bear dump 

located just north of North Down 
River and Hast of Stephan Bridge 
Road are moving closer to the 
AuSable River. 

Five parts per bilfion (5 ppb) is 
the upper limit for water wells but 


the new sampling of the test wells 
close to the source have foutd 


concentrations had increased from 
9 to 14 ppb in one well and from 
14 to 16 ppb in the second well. 


The most recent testing, in July,: 


found contamination in some of 
the newest wells, which are the 


‘ closest wells to the river. 


Takacs said the contamination 
plume seems to be narrow and 
unless it contaminates someone’s 
well nothing will be done. If a 
homeowner’s well becomes cont- 
aminated the DEQ will pay for the 
drilling of anew well. 


He said that when the contami- 
nation hits the river it will be 
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diluted so much and because of 
the moving water it will probably 
move out of the water into the air, 
where it is much more soluble, 
that the effect on the river will 
probably be negligible. However, 
there has been no long term study 
on the effect of PCE on aquatic 
life. 

Takacs said unless the contami- 

nation becomes a bigger problem 
the DEQ will otily monitor the sit- 
uation. He said the only two 
options are to either dig up the old 
dump or cap it. The DEQ has 
money to do neither.

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Justice hopes to earn 
small town votes

Supreme Court Justice Elizabeth 
“Betty” Weaver is looking to small 
towns and rural communities for 
support this November 5 as she 
seeks a third term on Michigan’s 
highest court. 

In a whirlwind tour of northern 
lower Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula, the energetic and spirited 
Weaver made a stop in Grayling on 
August 21 to shake hands, say hello 
and explain her philosophy of using 
“good common sense” when hear- 
ing any case. Probate and Family 
Court Judge John Hunter served as 
her local guide. 

Weaver has served on Michigan’s 
Supreme Court since 1994, and as 
its Chief Justice from January 1999- 
2001, with administrative oversight 
of all courts in the state. Prior to 
that, she was elected to serve as 
Leelanau County’s probate and 
juvenile judge in 1974 and has been 
a judge serving in many capacities 


since, including on the Court of 


Appeals. 

“As a Justice, I have to put aside 
personal beliefs when . deciding 
these most critical and controversial 
cases that come before the Supreme 
Court,” she said. 


Weaver explained the courts have 
an obligation to give defendants the 
opportunity to turn themselves 
around. 

“We have to use common sense, 
just like Judge Hunter does here. 
We have to show judicial restraint, 
self-discipline and follow the rule of 
law, even if sometimes we don’t 
personally agree with it.” 

Since becoming a Supreme Court 
Justice, Weaver said she has had the 
pleasure of watching seven court 
demonstration projects take shape 
and serve the public better than 
before. She said cach project has 
paid great detail to the particular 
necds of its area. “The problems 
were different in each location, but 
all have been successful. This has 
been a step forward in each commu- 
nity.” 

“The court demonstration project 
is meant to create a court system 
that is just and fair, timely and effi- 
cient, and accessible to the public. 
That’s what we have tried to do in 
the 46th (Circuit ‘Trial Court) and | 
believe it is serving the public bet- 
ter,” remarked Justice Weaver, then 
added, “But, we never want to be so 
efficient that there is no justice.”

The Grayling City Council 
approved a $382,000 project for 
resurfacing of several sections of 
city streets at ils regular meeting 
last Monday. The project will also 
include replacement of a water main 
at Michigan Avenue in downtown 
Grayling, and construction of a 
small section of sidewalk at 
NorWay. 

The street repaving work will be 
done by Rieth-Riley. Rieth-Riley’s 
bid was the lowest of the three 
received. 

An exact starting time for the pro- 
ject was not known as of Jate last 
weck, but the work is scheduled for 
this summer/fall, City Manager 
Allen Lowe said. 

The water main work — coupled 
with the subsequent repaving of 
Michigan Avenue -- will likely result 
in lane closures downtown. 

Other streets to be repaved during 
this upcoming project include: 
Lake, from North Down River Road 
to Maple; Connine Drive: Michigan 
Avenue, from Park to Ottawa, 
Maple, from McClellan to Michigan 
Avenue; Peninsular, from Michigan 


- Avenue to lonia; and Madsen. 


The Michigan Avenue work 
downtown will also include some 
curb work and paving at the railroad 
tracks near the Crawford County 
Courthouse.

Traverse County, discussed ways 
community members could help 
children become caring, responsible 
adults. She told the audience the 
most important thing they needed to 
do was to change their focus from 
the negative and look for the posi- 
tives in each child. 

She said children today are bom- 
barded by the idea that material pos- 
sessions indicate success, but there 
is no emphasis on character. 
Childhood and teenage years are 
when character is built, and many 
children do not have enough caring 
adults during those years to offset 
the messages constantly beamed at 
them by the media. 

Children need a circle of adults 
who are concerned about them - par- 
ents, neighbors, teachers, religious 
leaders, coaches, friends. Too many 
of today’s children have a very 
small or non-existent’ circle of 
adults. 

Beauchamp told the audience that 
only 9% of today’s youth have an 
adequate circle of adults. 

She said children not only need 
support, they need to provide sup- 
port for others. Let children become 
resources - let them have a voice in 
discussions and be leaders occasion- 
ally. 


Beauchamp told the audience 
about a fourth grade child who had 
terrible attendance. 

The team of school counselors, 
teachers and social workers were at 
their wits end and about ready to 
give up on the child when one adult 
said, you know when he’s here he 
does a really good job. When the 
ieam members began to look for 
other positive things about the child 
they found that he really enjoyed it 
when the members of his class read 
to kindergariners. In fact, they 
nouced he had taken one young 
child under his wing at these ses- 
sions. 

The team decided to purchase an 
alarm clock for the fourth grader 
and teach him how to use it. They 
told him it was his responsibility to 
get up and get to school on time. 
Not only did he have perfect atten- 
dance after that, the first thing he 
did each day after he got to school 
was lo read to “his” kindergariner. 

Superintendent Milli Haug said 
she was extremely encouraged and 
delighted at the community turnout. 
She said it was great to have con- 
cerned members of the community 
involved and ready to help all stu- 
dents succeed. 

Haug mentioned that the school 
staff had a full day in-service with

County, township team up to clean up 


GRAYLING TWP — If you have 
accumulated an eyesore of junk and 
garbage on your property, Grayling 
Township and the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department are about to 
make an unwanted entry into your 


Ifa 
hid. 


Under a spectal agreement, 
Sheriffs officers will soon be writ- 
ing municipal-civil Uckels to those, 
Grayling Township, who have not 
cleaned up unsightly messes in their 
yards. First-offense tickets carry a 
$100 fine; subsequent tickets could 
cost up to $500 or a trip lo court. 

According to Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright, blight con- 
trol is a high priority for township 
residents, but enforcement by town- 
ship officials" is’ often ignored by 
ordinance violators. 

“The junk situation is Grayling 


Township is out of control and we 
need to do something about it. We 
hope the issuance of tickets by uni- 
formed officers will get their alten- 
tion,” said Wright. “The sheriff and 
Fare very hopefui this prograin will 
lead to more attractive neighbor- 
hoods.” 

The agreement came with the 
blessings of the members of the 
Grayling ‘Township Board — of 
Trustees, who voted earlier this 
summer to fund the program for a 
limited time. If the program is suc- 
cessful, Wright said it will probably 
be continued. 

“Gelling people to clean up their 
junk has been my biggest disap- 
pointment as a township supervi- 
or,” Wright said. “The township 
adopted an ordinance enforcement 
bureau several years ago, so we 


could write ticke(s. We thought the 
threat ofa fine would convince most 
people to clean up their messes, but 
most people have pretty much 
ignored our tickets.” 

When township tickets have been 
ignored, Wright said he then has had 
to determine whether or not to file 
civil lifigation to let the courts rule 
on the validity of the complaint. 
“That can cost taxpayers thousands 
of dollars, so we have to prioritize 
which cases we take to court,” he 
explained, 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said his 
officers working blight will not be 
taken from normal duty rosters, but 
will be working under contract with 
Grayling Township. 

“They will work, in a marked 
Sheriff’s vehicle, two to four hours 
at a time. They should be able to 


wrile a fot of tickets during the 
weeks that the program will be run- 
ning,” said Wakefield. “They will 
have no other duties except in cases 
of extreme emergency (during those 
two to four hours).” 

Neither Wakefield or Wright 
would say when the program would 
begin, nor how long it would last. 
“We hope they clean up now,” 
Wakctield said, “so we don’t have to 
wrile them a Uckel when we gel to 
their street. But if they haven’t, they 
are on notice that they will receive a 
ticket from an officer.” 

Wakefield said this program ts 
another positive way the Sherifl’s 
Department can work with local 
municipalities to make Crawlord 
County a more pleasant and safer 
place in which to live.
